Diaphanous, Hobble and the 


Slit Skirt Prophesied in 


Old Manuscript. 


SIR CHARLES' GUESS 


Cornish, Col.. Aug. 25.—The arrival ot 


the diaphanous, the hobble and the slit 
skirt is the fullfllment of a prophecy of 
Sir Charles De Pnystor Goldewin, of Scot- 
land, who lived 200 years ago, according 
to a. manuscript found toda3' by Miss 
Faith Corson Smith in a trunk. 


The manuscript is dated Xov. 10, 1704, 


and reads in part: 


"The time hath come, when I think 


there, is much to be revealed to my chil- 
dren's children in clothing the human 
form. 


'I cannot believe that men will for- 


ever wear wigs, swords and knee breeches 
and such like fopperies. 


''Ladies should not be so circumspect 


in their dresses, which are cumbersome, 
and the long trains which pleases their 
majesties of this year of our Lord seem 
to me naught hut. a design to conceal 
that which the Creator meant should be 
revealed. 


"Perhaps posterity will learn that there 
naught to be ashamed 
of 
in that 


which God hath created. 


The Creator never meant men and 


women to be so burdened with velvet, 
ribbons, lace and powder that His handi- 
work should be. concealed or distorted. 
The Romans, it seems to me, were much 
more sensible than we are today and it 
may be that in a dozen score of years 
leoples of the world will grow weary of 
ihese late changes which are only worse; 
;han those which were their immediate 
predecessors."

London

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Developing a New Field 


Whether necessity can be the mother of invention in 


the case of the express companies promises to be shown 
soon. Burinp the years that they enjoyed an imeontcsted 
monopoly they exhibited little initiative and almost no ef- 
fort to develop new business. Perhaps the circumstances 
justified the position that they could afford to be content, 
satisfied with the returns they were pouring into their cof- 
fers annually. "Now, with their very existence at stake, 
we shall sec whether they cannot find fields of usefulness 
and profit'to replace those which Uncle Sam is pre- 
empting with his parcel posj;. 


One of them is reported to be inquiring into the feasi- 


bility of serving as middleman between growers oil special- 
ized farm product1 and city consumers. It has what, the 
parcel post lacks, a well-equipped organization ready to 
'use its energies in drumming wp business, terminal and 
transport facilities ample for a large specialized service 
and the profoundest of motives to make good self preser- 
vation. So it might and we hope will come to pass that 
the long sought for cut in the cost of living will be. due to 
the very express companies whose former high charges 
and indifferent service has been causes of general com- 
plaint. The spectacle of perishable fanii stuff rotting in 
fields while scarce and dear in near-by cities has excited 
much outcry but little remedy. .Most of us had not been 
looking to this quarter for the solution. The hope even 
now may be disappointed. Yet it lies within possibility 
and doubtless the express companies will consider it dis- 
tinctly worth while to try the experiment of developing 
a new field. 


The movement for non-partisan action in municipal 


affairs should not in any way be confounded with spas- 
modic efforts at rei'onn that occasionally come in the life 
of cities. It is inspired by the firm conviction that parti- 
sanism has hindered rather than helped in the government 
of cities, and that there is no excuse for its perpetuation 
beyond the selfish desires of those who hope to reap of- 
ficial, preferment by a continuation of a system Avhose 
every characteristic operates against economy, efficiency 
and progress. It is high time city government were run 
in the interest of the whole people, and the best results 
and the highest efficiency can never be reached so long as 
it is burdened by the weight of the party political ma- 
chine. Tort Wayne is due for an emancipation from the 
old system. 


Washington dispatches say that applications for the 


crop-moving deposits volunteered by the government are 
not coming in as numerously as was anticipated when 
Uncle Sam made his offer for assistance in tiding over the 
period of greatest demand for money. The fact that the 
mony is available seems to have definitely lessened the de- 
mand. In other words, when we know we can get it, we 
don't need it half so badly as we feared we were going to. 


Vice President Marshall has just had his first taste of 


old-fashioned hoe-cake, baked by a typical old colored 
mammy at Washington who took keen delight in sending 
the delicacy to the vice president. Seductive as the pre- 
paration may have been, we do not believe it will be p'ossi- 
ble to catise the allegiance of the vice president to the 
witchery bf Hoosier cookery to waver in the least.

"They were, just bound not to let us 


on and we had to fight our way through 
the gates," said Mrs. Adams. 


Detective Mason was sent here to col- 


lect evidence and make a report on the 
Fort Wnyne end of the case, as the baby 
died In Chicago and if its death was the 
result of unlawful violence the 
affair 


would have to be sifted and tried by the 
!hicago authorities. 
Detective Mason, 


fter interrogating all the attaches of the 
hotel where the two women stopped in 
Chicago, has found no 'criminal act or 
ntent on the part of the two women in 
connection with the infant's death. The 
women repeated Sunday 
and insisted 


that the baby was hurt during the auto- 
mobile ride from Garrett to Kendallvllle 
earlv in the morning of Sunday, August 
17, when they made their stealthy and 
hurried getaway from Garrett at the in- 
stance, of Luther E. Dennison and his 
attorney. 


"She dropped it, I guess,," said Mrs. 


Adams, .referring in an indecisive way to 
her daughter, yesterday. 


"Well, I just didn't drop it; I didn't do 


anything of the kind. I held it in my 
arms aU the way," stoutly asserted MJS. 
Pngh. 


The clerk ftt the Chicago hotel informed 


Detective Mason that the baby was alive 
when the women entered the hotel and 
registered, but looked sickly. 
When 


shown to their room the women laid the 
baby on a dressing case and not on the 
bed. Mrs. Pugh says she tried to get the. 
baby to nurse, but it refused and in the 
afternoon about 2:30 or 3 o'clock died. 


The women said they did not know 


just what to do or where to go and de- 
cided to return to Garrett. They took 
the Nickel Plate and started by the way 
of Fort Wayne, they said yesterday, be- 
cause the Chicago station of that road 
was just across the street from their 
hotel and they did not know where to 
find the station of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, which would have taken 
them straight home.
